FROM BAVARIA,

The New Treaty with the United States
Concerning Naturalized Cltizoms,
By Atantic Oable.

Beruin, July 16,—<The following is a free
translation, from the German, of the text of the
Naturalization Treaty, recently concluded bes
tween Bavaria aud the Unitod States:—

Article 1, Subj=cis of the kingdom ot Bavaria,
who have bicome patoralized citizens of the
Uoned stares of Noirth America, snd have un-
wtertuptedly hved during nve years, in the
United States, are to by eonstidered ns American
